WASHnrGTON, April 
4.—There are 
some fine positions to be given out in 
the department of justice, among them 
a number of assistant attorneys and 
special attorneys, who represent the 
United States in suits in the supreme 
court and in the court of claims. The 
emoluments of these offices vaiy from 
$2,600 to $6,600 a year. Applicants for 
these places have been pursuing Attor- 
ney General Miller pretiy hard lately; 
but he has told them that he has de- 
cided not to make any changes until the 
close of the present term of court, which 
will be in May. 


The present incumbents of 
these 
places, he says, are familiar with the 
cases now before the courts and could 
do better service for the government at 
present than new men. 


The prospects for aspirants for consu- 
lar places, it is said at the state depart- 
ment, are not flattering. All the consular 
service is under the direct charge of the 
new assistant secretary of state, Whar- 
ton, and until he arrives nothing what- 
ever will be done about it.

York City. 


BOOHSSTEB, N. Y., April 
4.—Mr. 
Booth arose at 8:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 
Dr. Sumner called on him and 
found his condition much improved. 
The actor is now able to speak quite 
plainly. He took breakfast in his room. 
Dr. Sumner advised him to take a rest 
for a week or ten days. The doctor, in 
an interview, said: 


"Mr. Booth is a great deal better to- 
day. I found that he had sustained a 
slight stroke of paralysis, which pre- 
vented the power of speech. 
The par- 
alysis affected his entire left side and he 
was imable to speak.

Booth and his valet left at 10 o'clock 
this morning for New York. 
He says he

millions. 


YANKTON, Dak., April 4.—The disas- 
ters wrought by prairie fires in this vi- 
cinity Tuesday night proved to be 
greater than thought possible. The 
village of Violin, near Yankton, was en- 
tirely destroyedjexcept three buildings. 
Seven buildings were destroyed in Yank- 
ton. 
The village of Olivit, Hutchinson 
county, was almost totally destroyed. 
At Wakeokenda three buildings were 
burned. 
Serious loss was sustained at 
Scott and Mitchell, and the town of 
Pukeware was nearly entirely destroyed. 
The damage is reported at $100,000 and 
100 families are homeless. 


In the vicinity of Jonesville, twelve 
miles north of Yankton, eight farmers 
sustained losses running from $1,000 to 
$3,000. Around Jonesville the loss will 
foot up $10,000. One man lost $1,000 
in money, which he had in his coat on a 
piece of plowed ground. 
Sixty miles of 
Western Union wire was blown' do'wn 
between Centerville and Huron. 


MITOHELII, Dak., April 4.—The town 
of Mount Vernon, twelve miles west of 
here, was almost entirely destroyed by 
the fire of Tuesday. The entire busi 
ness portion of the town and all dwell- 
ings but two, together with the depot 
>and two elevators were entirely con- 
sumed, with 12.000 bushels of wheat. 
The loss will be $200,000. 


VERMiiiiiiON, Dak., April 4.—Word 
reached town yesterday of a destructive 
praiiie tire northwest of here. A large 
saw mill and several houses were burned. 


HANiBAii, Mo., April 4.—The most 
destructive fire in the history of Hanibal 
started early yesterday morning in the 
shingle shed of the Empire lumber com- 
pany. The fire covered an area of eight 
acres of closely piled lumber. Ten 
million feet of lumber was destroyed. 
The loss is estimated at $100,000. 


MABSHAIIII,

buildings in the county.

The San Fraacisco CaU says: 
Mason Long, professionally known aa 
"The Converted Gambler," of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., spoke before quite a laige 
audience of young men at the noonday 
meeting m the Y. M. C. A. hall yester- 
di^. 
He took as his subject the 'Tara- 
ble of the Prodigal Son," a« recorded in 
the gospel of St. Luke. 
After compar- 
ing the wanderings of Uie young man in 
the parable with the spiritual digres- 
sions of the youth of the present day, 
Mr. Long dwelt upon the kind recep- 
tion tendered the erring boy by his 
father, and commended it as an exam- 
ple for parents in the treatment of their 
wayward children. 
The greatest kind- 
ness should be shown to those who have 
little or no encouragement to reform. 
A man could not possibly be reformed» 
he thought, by abuse and harsh lan- 
guage. He should be drawn kindly in- 
to the right way. 
In the course of his 
remarks Mr. Long' condemned the use 
of tobacco in unsparing terms. 


IN THE PAVTLION. 


Several thousand persons assembled 
in the Pavilion in the afternoon to hear 
Sam Jones, and were much disappointed 
when the evangelist begged to be ex- 
cused for the afternoon as he was un- 
well, introducing Mr. Long as his sub- 
stitute. 
Mr. Jones seems to be quite 
fatigued from his incessant preaching 
for the past two months and looks as 
though he needed rest. 


Mr. Long took as his theme: "The 
house not made with hands eternal in 
the heavens." 
He gave several bits of 
his experience and his account of his 
conversion was quite interesting. He 
went one evening into the old Academy 
of Music in Fort Wayne, Ind., and 
found a great temperance meeting in 
progress. He was standing near the 
door when suddenly he found himself 
encircled by a number of good ladies, 
who tried to induce him to sign 
the 
pledge 
In 
order to get 
away from 
them he swore 
that 
he would return the following night. 
He was allowed to leave, and, thorough- 
ly resolved not to return, he went to his 
place of business; but he passed a night 
so filled with reproaches of conscience 
that he was glad when day arrived, and 
in the evening he went to the meeting 
again and signed the total abstinence 
plege, consecrating himself and all he 
had to a better life. He believed that 
forsaking intemperance was not, how- 
ever, ail that was required for the com- 
mencement of a Christian life. He ap- 
pealed to all young persons who in- 
tended to gfive themselves to God, ex- 
horting them to make a firm resolve to 
forsake every vice, and by the divine 
aid never to fall into sin again. 


• GOOP EXAMPLE. 


As a sample of true religion Mr. Long 
related that once he visited the noon- 
day prayer meeting in Farwell hall, 
Chicago, and had seen an elegantly 
dressed gentleman come into the place 
leading a dninken youth, who had stag- 
gered and fallen on the curb-stone. The 
gentleman talked to the young man and 
at last the two walked away together. 
On asking who the gentleman was Mr. 
Long was informed that he was Farwell, 
the originator of the prayer meetings, 
and the noted "dry goods king" of Chi- 
eago, whose business last year was esti- 
mated at $12,000,000. 


At the close of Mr. Long's remarks, 
Mr. Jones related the experience of a 
wealthy banker, who dreamed that he 
was summoned unprepared before the 
judgment seat of Christ. 
He imagined 
that the Savior gave him two weeks of 
grace, and when he awoke he thought 
the dream was a warning, and com- 
menced family prayer, visiting the poor 
and sick and attending the church. At 


the end of the two -wndkB he did not die, 
but resolved to keep on as he had be- 
gun, because his dream might oome 
true at some other time and he feared to 
bo caught unprepared. 
Mr. Jones «c- 
horted his hearers to be warned in time 
before he feared It was too late.

The number of miles of railroad in the 
United States and territories is now just 
about 150,000, or more than the mile- 
age of all Europe. 
A force of about 
800,000 men is employed in various ca- 
pacities on these lines, being at the rate 
of a trifle over five men to the mile. 
Hence the 7,000 miles of new track laid 
last year called into requisition the ser- 
vices of 35,000 additional men. 


A decree of foreclosure of mortgage 
wa^ entered in the federal court at In- 
dianapolis yesterday against the consoli- 
dated Wabash railway company. The 
decree is in favor of James L. Jesup and 
others, trustees for the bond holders of 
the various branches of the Wabash sys- 
tem, for whose benefit the foreclosure is 
ordered.
